The issues between the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron and Steel Workers and the 
United States Steel company will then come 
up for discussion. The laborers will meet 
the capitalists and each side will seek to 
reach an adjustment of the existing strike. 

The union men insist t the real issue at 
stake is the life of unionism in the United 
States and not a simple matter of local griev- 
ances by any small group of men. 

The United States Steel company has at 
its head J. Pierpont Morgan, who has just 
returned from administering a shock to Brit- 


ish capital. 


The strikers have as their leader Theodore 
J. Shaffer, who ts acting along lines directly 
opposite to those of Morgan. 

President: Shaffer makes public most of his 
plans and his views and Banker Morgan says 
nothing. | 

Statement of Strike Leader. 

In an official nnn issued today Presi- 
dent Shaffer said: 

„That which I believe will prove the most 

important conference in the history of capital 
and labor will open in Hotel Lincoln, Pitts- 
burg, next Thursday morning at 10°0'clock, 
when the highest officials of the Amaiga- 
mated association gathered from all parts of 
the ‘country will wer high Officers in 
the iron ahd steel industries to settle grave 
questions, 
Every Vice President of the Amalga- 
mated association from Alabama north is 
hurrying towards Pittsburg tonight on my 
telegraphic. order. I have considered it best 
that they be called to confer at this time, in- 
stead of the regular conferees who have 
usually met with us to adjust differences. 


Schwab May Attend. 

As yet I am in ignorance as to who will 
constitute the committee representing the 
steel people, the employers. I have been 
informed that President Charles M. Schwab 
of the nited States Steel corporation will 
be present in person, but do not know this to 
be a fact. The laboring man is at present 
confronted with some peculiar conditions 
which I hope will be adjusted at the nne, 
conference.

Wellsville Fight Must Wait. 

President Shaffer had just concluded a con- 
ference with officers of the Wellsville com- 
pany regarding the reinstatement of a dozen 
or more union men. President Shaffer had 
said that nothing would be discussed until 
the Wellsville men went back, but after to- 
day’s conference it was learned that the 
Wellsville case and all other issues would 
remain as they are until after the conference 
of Thursday. 

So far as can be Judged from present indi- 
cations the entire strike, with all its collat- 
eral issues stands or falls by the result of 
that meeting.

HELD FOR GIRL'S MURDER, | 


INDIANA ‘MAN CHARGED WITH 
DEATH OF A CHILD. 
Charles Dunn, a Business-Man of Hunt 
tertown, Arrested Because the Body 
of 10-Year-Old Alice Cothrell, Who 
Disappeared from Her Home Last 
Wednesday, Was Found Dead in a 
Cistern Under His House on Sunday 

Story of the Search, 


Fort Wayne, Ind., July 8—[Special.}-- 
Charles Dunn, a well-to-do lumber mill 
owner, “and 65 years old, was arrested at 
Huntertown, ten miles north of this city, to- 
night at 10 o'clock, charged with the murder 
of 10-year-old Alice Cothrell. The little girl’s 
dead body was found yesterday afternoon in 
a cistern under Dunn's house. 

Last Wednesday the little girl was vent to 
Dunn’s house on an errand. She did not re- 


| turn home, and search was instituted. But 


it was not until yesterday that her body was 


found, 
Last Seen Alive. 

Marie Sampleton, a domestic, was wash - 
ing when Alice Cothrell came to Dunn's 
house, and says the little girl left for home 
at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. Other neigh- 
bors, however, say they saw her going baek 
to the place later. Dunn returned home at 
2 o'clock from the country, where he had a 
force of men cutting logs. Nothing more 
was seen of the child. 

On Sunday morning the farmers and vil- 
lagers who had been engaged in the search 
for four days decided to search Dunn’s prem- 
ises, as the fact that the child had been seen 
last at his house lent color to suspicions. 

Dunn met the searchers with an oath and 
said he had dragged his cistern-thoroughly, 
as well as the vault. Nevertheless, three 
farmers made their way into the house and 


dragged the eistern, soon bringing up the 


dead body. It was not discolored or bloated 
and thére were no visibie marks of any kind 
on it except a swelling of the throat. 


Evidence Points to Murder. 

The authorities were immediately notified 
and the Coroner made a post-mortem exam- 
ination. The result was not made known 
until after the inquest tonight. The Coroner, 
Dr. Barnett, and Dr. Greenwell, who assisted 
him, say that death evidently resulted from 
strangulation, as chords of the throat were 
swollen. She was dead when placed in the 
water, the lungs and ducts being in such a 
condition as to hold the theory of drowning 
untenable. 

The cistern is under the kitchen, and the 
water is drawn through a trap door so small 
that even a small child could not fall through 
it except by holding the arms n agalnst 
the sides. 

The doctors and officers say that there can 
be no doubt that the girl was murdered and 
thrown into the cistern. The presence of 
Dunn at the house, his conflicting stories on 
the stand at the Inquest, his refusal to allow 
his premises to be searched, and all other 
circumstances pointed so strongly to his guilt 


that the Coroner ordered his arrest. 


ERROR INROGERS’ WILL 
MAY GIVE A NEPHEW ALL. 


Codicil Bequeathes Sum of 10 Seventy- 
five Thousahd Thousand Dollars 
Son of the Millionaire’s Brother. 

New York, July 9, 3 a. m. According to a 
local paper all the precautions taken dy 
Jacob 8. Rogers to disinherit his relatives 
may go for naught by reason of an error, 
intentional or otherwise, he made in his 
will, but which, according to lawyers, must 
stand as it reads.. The error appears in the 
codicil dated on Oct. 2, 1900. The codicil 
reads: 

“TI hereby further will and bequeath to 
my nephew, Theodore B. Rogers Jr., son of 
my brother, Theodore B. Rogers, the sum 
of seventy-five thousand thousand dollars.“ 

Thus the codicil gives to his nephew §75,- 
000,000, or about ten times the amount of 
the estate. Necessarily, it leaves no resi- 
due for the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
The paragraph, like the entire will, is in 
the handwriting of the testator. 

The error—if an error it be—is unerased 
and unchanged. Lawyers say it must stand 
as it is.

ENVOY'S SONENDSL 


FREDERICK D. WHITE COMMITS 
SUICIDE-AT SYRACUSE, N. T. 


Prolonged In Health Drives Son of An- 
drew D. White, United States Ambas- 
sador to Germany, te Death—Ap- 
pears in Usual Health During the 
Day and Attends to His Legal Busi- 
ness—Had Been an Invalid Since His 
Graduation Eighteen Years Ago. 


Syracuse, N. T., July 8.—{Special. )}—Fred- 
erick D. White, son of Andrew D. White, the 
United States Ambassador at Berlin, shot 
and killed himself this afternoon at his home 
in this city. Ill-health and depression fol- 
lowing the heat of last week is ascribed as 
the cause. 

Mr. White had ‘appeared to be in usual 
health during the day, and, had attended to 


the White estate. He was alone in the house 
with the servants during part of the after- 
noon. Mrs. White returned shortly after 5 


bathroom. A bullet from a rifle had passed 
through his brain, and death had been in- 
stantaneous. No one heard the shot. 

Some eighteen years ago, on completing his 
course at Columbia Law College, Mr. White 
had a severe attack of typhoid fever, from 
which he never recovered. Stomach and in- 
testinal troubles resulted. Later his nervous 
system became weakened and within a few 
years neurasthenia developed. ; 

About a year ago he suffered a severe at- 
tack of the complaint. During the recent hot 
spell another attack of the disease came on, 
leaving him in a state of acute nervousness. 

Dr. Northrup says that young Mr. White 
was booked to sail on the steamer Deutsch- 
land next Wednesday on a visit to his father 
and in search of health. 

The announcement of Mr. White's death 
was received with great sorrow in this city, 
where he occupied a prominent position in 


death was sent to Ambassador White at Ber- 
lin tonight. As yet no arrangements for 
the funeral has been made. 

Frederick D. White was the only son of 
Ambassador White. He was born in Ann 
Arbor} Mich., Dec. 15, 1859. He was edu- 
cated at Cornell University and also in the 
University of Berlin, Prussia. He studied in 
Columbia Law School, New York, from 1882 
to 1884. In the latter year he was admitted 
to the bar at Binghamton, N. Y., and after- 
wards practiced his profession in this city. 
Much of hie time in later years has been de- 
voted to the management of property owned 
by himself and his father. 

On Jan. 8, 188 Mr. White married Miss 
Anne Bruce, daughter of General Dwight 
H. Bruce of this city. She and one son, 
Andrew D. White, second, survive him.

Paris Temps in Inspired Article Says 
No Intrigues of Other Powers Will 
De Tolerated.

PARIS, July 8.—The Temps prints an ar- 
ticle today on questions affecting Morocco 
which is evidently inspired. After outlining 
how American, English, and German inter- 
ests have been expanded, it points out the 
necessity of France doing likewise if she de- 
sire to remain a great power. 

The article indicates that Morocco is the 
sphere of French development in the future, 
but urges that there is no necessity for forc- 
ing the pace; the better policy would be to 
assure a good native gpvernment and there- 
by avoid the risks of complications.

‘ENGLAND FIXES A PRECEDENT. 


Ruling on Franchises and Grants in 
South Africa May Affect Spanish 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—[Special. }—The 
position of the British government regarding 
the legality of concessions obtained from the 
government of the South African Republic 
before the current war began is defined in u 
blue book, containing a report ot the Trans- 
vaal Concessions commission, copies of 
which have been received at the State de- 
partmént. The attitude of Great Britain is 
interesting to this government in view of the 
questions that have arisen concerning the 
validity of franchises granted by Spain in 
the Philippines, Cuba, and Porto Rico be- 
fore those islands came under the authority 
of the United States government. . 

After a brief review of the circumstances 
attending British occupation of the Trans- 
vaal, the commfssion makes the broad asser- 
tion that it is clear that a state which has 
annexed another is not legally bound by any 
contracts madé by the state which has ceased 
to exist, and that no court of law has juris- 
diction to enforce such contracts if the an- 
nexing state refuse to recognize them. 


Private Rights to Be Upheld. 


The commission explains, however, that 
the modern usage of nations has tended in 
the direction of the acknowledgment of such 
contracts and says: 
We are convinced that the best modern 
opinion favors the view that as a general 
rule the obligations of the annexed state 
toward private persons would be respected.”

proclaimed by Prussia after conquering Han- 
over—namely: “ We will protect every one 
in the possession and enjoyment of his duly 
acquired rights.“ 

The commission, after calling attention to 
the necessity for the annexing government to 
ascertain whether the rights acquired by con- 
cession in each case are valid, lays down five 
rules to justify the cancellation of a conces- 
sion. It says the cancellation of a concession 
may properly be advised when (1) the grant 
of the concession was not within the legal 
powers of the late government; O was in 
‘| breach of a treaty with the annexing state: 
when the person seeking to maintain the 
concession acquired it unlawfully or by fraud; 
(4) has failed to make its essential -condi- 
tions without lawful excuse; and (5) the 
maintenance of the concession is injurious 
to the public interest. 

Concerning the fifth rule the commission 
makes some general remarks, in effect that 
if the person receiving the concession knew 
it to be precarious he need not necessarily 
he compensated for his losses. 


Monopoly Is Declared Illegal. 


The commssion also makes the following 
important statement: 

“It ap to us that the grant to any 
person of an exclusive right to pursue any 
industry or work any undertaking cre- 
ates a law prohibiting all persons except 
the grantee from exercising that right, and 
is therefore an act within the sphere of 
legislation. It follows that, in our opinion, 
every such grant was invalid in the South 
African Republic unless it was explicitly or 
impliedly sanctioned by the Volksraad.” 

The commission expresses the conclusion 
that, with one exception, neither by law 
nor by constitutional usage had the Presi- 
dent or the Executive Council any power to 
grant exclusive rights.’’ 

The report and conclusion of the commis- 
sion has been approved by the British gov- 
ernment.

Washington, D. C., July 8.— United States 
Consul General James G. Stowe at Cape

CUBA MAY RECOGNIZE BONDS. 


Island Government Authorized to As- 
sume Any Debts Which Its Reve- 
nues Will Warrant.

Washington, D. C., July 8.—It is not the 
intention of this government to interfere 
in Cuba to the extent of preventing the pay- 
ment of Cuban bonds, should the new gov- 
ernment of Cuba determine to assume the 
bonds issued by the former socalled gov- 
ernment and junta. Under the Platt amend- 
ment the amount of the indebtedness is lim- 
ited by the provision that the new govern- 
ment shall not assume or contract any public 
debt which the ordinary revenues of the 
government will not pay the interest upop 
and also create a sinking fund to pay the prin- 
cipal, after defraying the expenses of the 
government.

PUBLISHERS DISPLAY WARES 
AND AWAIT BUYERS. 3 


Over Ferty Big Firms in This Country 
and Some from England Will Show 
Their Goods at Palmer House—Sales- 


| men Experts, but Only Good Feeling 


Attends Transactions—W orld’s Prod- 
uct Put Under One Roof for Conveh- 
fence of Customer. 


— 


Three floors of the Palmer House are given 


up to a unique fair this week. Before Sat- 
urday over forty publishing houses of this 
country and some of England will have rep- 
resentatives there with samples of their 
holiday wares. About half that number are 
already on the ground. What makes ‘t 
unique is the fact that these competitive 
salesmen are all on good terms with each 


other and that the best of feeling exists. 


Up to three years ago the publishers’ rep- 
resentatives came without preconcerted ar- 
rangement and put up at different hotels. 
"Their stay was not coincident with the 
others’, and was largely for the local trade 
The latter's buyers were kept busy for sev- 
eral weeks trotting about from one hotel to 
the other, and the lack of system caused a 
great waste of time. 

Now all this is changed. The publishers’ 
men come all at once and exhibit their wares 
in the same hotel. The trade all over the 
country is advised of the date and the buyers 
flock in from every direction. The busincas 
is no longer confined to the loca) dealers. 
For instance, yesterday there were pur- 
chasers from Montana, Texas, Idaho, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, and all the intervening States 
on the West, and from the adjacent States on 
the other side, and even some from the ex- 
treme East. Two men from Philadelphia 
and one from New York were buying yester- 
day from catalogues. 


Big Growth in the Business. 


The growth of the book publishing busi- 
ness in the last few years is something 
which far surpasses that of many indus- 
tries better known by the genera) public. 
Where twenty years ago an edition of 5,000 
volumes was considered phenomenal, it is 
now no unusual thing for a book to reach 
100,000, 200,000, or 300,000 copies. The busi- 
ness, too, has multiplied, and the book buy- 
ing public has extended to hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons who were scarcely known 
to dealers a few years ago. 

Every possible branch of book publishing. 
is represented by the men now in Chicago. 
Some rooms contain nothing but religious 
works, others are almost entirely devoted 
to juvenile Uterature, while yet others car- 


ry large lines of general reading and gift 


books for the holidays. A vast improvement 
is noticed in the general character of the 
holiday books of this year over those issued 
but a short time ago. The unwieldy volume 
of engravings and poetry designed for the 
oblivion of the parlor table has entirely 


disappeared and in its place are volumes of) 


standard literature of readable 
bound in the best of taste. ; 


Enow How to Sell Books. 


A shrewd, alert lot of men are here as 
the publishers’ representatives. In some 
cases these men are partners of the firm, 
men who have beet promoted from the 
road to an interest in the business. 
But they are all typical of the American 
business spirit, and when they talk of their 
wares there is something more to their con- 
versation than parrot-like superficialities. 
Some of them have been coming here on 
similar errands for thirty years; others are

BOARD BILL IS NOW AN ISSUE. 


President Harper Wants to Charge 
$3.50 a Week, but Students De- 
clare It Is Too High. 


Can good board, adequate to the needs 
of university students, be furnished for less 
This is the theme of 
an interesting diseussion at. the University 
of Chicago. President Harper answers in 
the negative, and proposes to establish this 
rate at the new University Commons when 
it is completed. ‘The students assert that 
board can be obtained more cheaply at pri- 
vate boarding-houses, and some doubt is 
expressed whether the Commons will be 
patronized if the $3.50 rate is maintained. 

In the vicinity of the campus, along Drexel 
and Ellis avenues, are dozens of boarding- 
houses where poard is furnished for $2.50 
a week. Thesé places are largely patron- 
ized by the students, and the fare is re- 
garded as good enough,” although nobody 
waxes enthusiastic over it. To many stu- 
dents an increase of $1 a week in expense 
would be a rather serious thing, and would 
mean the sacrifice of some other convenience 
or necessity. Consequently, the proposition 
to pay $8.50, even for the splendor and mag- 
nificence of the new dining hall, is not re- 
garded with entire favor. 

Although President Harper declined to dis- 
cuss the matter yesterday, another official 
of the university pronounced the firm opin- 
jon that good board could not possibly be 
provided for less than the sum specified. 

“It is 
should have good food and plenty of it,“ 
said the official. “If young men and wom- 
en cannot afford to feed themselves properly 
at college they had better stay away; health 
is worth more to them than education. When 
you get below $3 you are approaching the 
limit at which proper food can be secured. 
At Harvard the students pay $4 a week 
in the big Memoria! dining hall, and every 
seat is taken months in advance of the 
opening of school. 1 do not believe there 
will be any difficulty in filling the tables 
at the University Commons in the same 
his question has not received the at- 
tention of the Board of Trustees yet,” said 
Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, but. it will have to 


be settled in due time. I have no doubt the 


policy of the trustees will be to provide what 
the students seem to demand and require.”’ 

In the meantime the young women of the 
dormitories, who now pay $8.50 a week for 
board, are maliciously wondering if the Com- 
mons patrons will be regaled with the same 
quality of toast, hash, and eggs that falls 
to their lot.

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LETTER XIII. 
| Hotel Wational, Lucerne, 
Darling Elizabéth: 

I never told you of the garden party at 
Schloss Sonnenburg the other day, and as it 
will give quite another aspect of Lucerne 
life from that of the National and Schloss 
Gessler, I will try to remember what hap- 
pened. It is rather difficult, for so much 
transpires in the course of the day that I 
am apt to forget what I did the day before. 

In the first place Baroness Sonnenburg is 

an Englishwoman, and Sir Charles knows her 
quite well. So he offered to drive us out to 
the schloss and introduce us, telling us it 
would be quite comme il faut, and that the 
Sonnenburgs would be only too delighted to 
meet us.

ASHIONABLE society in England and 

metropolitan tradespeople as well are 

beginning to grumble rather loudly 

about the rigor with which court 

mourning is enforced. True, no at- 
tempt has been made by the King to apply 
those laws enacted three centuries ago, and 
never yet repealed, which provide penalties 
in the shape of fines and imprisonment for 
peers and peeresses of the realm who disre- 
gard the orders issued in the Official Gazette 
on the subject of court mourning. But the 
Queen has on several occasions of late point- 
edly declined to recognize or to acknowledge 
the salutations of women whom she knew 
perfectly well and who were not in mourning, 
while the King has caused letters to be writ- 
ten to ultra-fashionable peeresses, repri- 
manding them in his name for the frivolity 
of their frocks and for their disobedience of 
his orders with regard to mourning for 
Queen Victoria. Indeed, it is said that the 
manner in which Frederick the Great in- 
spected the buttons on the uniform of his 
guards is nothing compared to the critical 
way in which King Edward takes note of the 
frocks of the fairer portion of his subjects, 
and great ladies are now asking among 
themselves if there is to be a dress censor 
appointed at court, and if the lace on their 


petticoats will have to be sent to Bucking- 
ham Palace for approval. 
The action of the King and Quee cre- 


ated something in the nature of a social 
panic. For people were emerging from the 
trappings of woe, feeling that they had paid 
in full the proper tribute of respect to the 
memory of Queen Victoria. But now they 
are plunged once more into the depths of 
mourning, which will last until after Christ- 
mas, and continue even after the close of the 
London season. For while at the various 
country houses, at the shooting boxes up in 
Scotland, and at the various spas on the 
continent, one may feel one’s self secure from 
the observant eye of Edward VII. and from 
that of Queen Alexandra, yet one can never 
be sure that there will not appear upon the 
scene some friend or acquaintance who will 
feel it to be his or her duty to make known 
at court the fact that one has either laid 
aside or at any rate modified one’s mourn- 
ing, and thus bring one into the bad books 
of King and Queen. ee 
| 

There is a considerable amount of bad 
feeling among the friends and admirers of 
the late Prince Bismarck in connection with 
the attitude of the Kaiser at the recent cere- 
mony of inauguration and unveiling of the 
grand monument of the great Chancellor in 
front of the Imperial House of Parliament at 
Berlin. It seems that instead of its being 
treated by the Emperor as a full dress af- 
fair, the dignitaries present, as wellas the 
troops, were directed to wear undress uni- 
forms, while the Kaiser has curtly declined 
to grant the decorations to the assistants of 
the sculptor, which had been asked for not 
only by the latter but also in a pressing man- 
ner by Prince Herbert Bismarck. It is 
known that the Emperor keenly resents the 
vonstant criticisms of his policy by Herbert 
Bismarck, and that the latter by his fre- 
quent speeches on the subject of the political 
issues of the day has managed to revive in 
the Emperor’s mind all the intense bitterness 
which he at one moment entertained towards 
the late Chancellor. ;

No better selection could possibly have 
been made by the King for the now contem- 
plated alterations than Mitford. For the lat- 
ter, since his retirement from the govern- 
ment service, has devoted himself to the art 
of “ wild gardening,’ and has made this his 
specialty. The grounds of his place at Bats- 
ford Park, although not extensive, never- 
theless convey the idea of absciute immensi- 
ty and of the most picturesque wildness, so 


respect having been in part acquired in 
Japan, where landscape gardening is carried 
to perfection, the true sense of proportion be- 
ing maintained. Even the oldest trees are 
stunted artificially so as to render their size 
in keeping with the size of the garden and 
scenery in which they figure. 

The Japanese idea of a garden is not so 
much flower beds as landscape, and the Jap, 
if he has only a garden of the size of half 
an acre, or even a quarter of an acre, will 
transform it into a sort of miniature park, 
with small bridges, small streams, small 
trees, small pagoflas and kiosques, all in 
proportion, even the pebbles being in keeping 
with the rest in point of size. On this he 
can refresh and rest his eye, and it is from 
him that Bertie Mitford acquired his mar- 
velous knowledge of landscape gardening, to 
such a degree that he may said to posi- 
tively conjure with trees, flowers, rocks, etc. 

Bertie Mitford was a great favorite with 
King Edward when he first came back from 
Japan, a country about which in those days 
extremely little was known. But he made 
the mistake of talking nothing except about 
Japan, and the consequence was that the 
King, or rather the Prince of Wales, as he 
was then, ended by regarding Mitford as 
somewhat of a bore, and avoiding him as 
such. He, however, secured for him the po- 
sition of secretary of the government Board 
of Works, which is one of the most desirable 
of civil service appointments, and likewise 
his admission to the Marlborough, the Trav- 
elers’, and the Royal Yacht squadron, thus 
enabling him to start out in London life un- 
der the most auspicious circumstances. 
Mitford, who is a handsome man, or rather 
was so in his younger days, married Lady 
Clementine Ogilvy, daughter of the seventh 
Earl of Airlie, and succeeded at the govern- 
ment Board of Works George Russell, the ex- 
private secretary of the Prince of Wales, who 
had been obliged to resign and to leave Eng- 
land owing to his being discovered cheating 
at cards. George Russell is a member of the 
ducal house of Bedford and the son-in-law 
of another Duke.

LONDON, July 8—The Mark

it is doubtfyl if the recent rains will effect 
greater “transformation scenes” in the 
wheat crop of England. It thinks the yield 
may reach an average of 28% bu per acre.

Rate cutting in Chicago was also 
extensively carried on. Last week’s ship- 
ments of flour were the lightest since June 1— 
58.237 barrels. This was 14,574 barrels less 
Atan the previous week and 31,063 barrels in 
excess of last year. Shipments of grain were 
1,088,000 bushels, a decrease of 247,000 from 
the previous week and 296,000 bushels from 
last year. The movement of provisions was 
24,827 tons, a decrease of 2,280 tons from the 
preceding week, but 4,879 tons over last year.
